Berlin— GV- Adolf Hitler had 


disappeared from his accustomed 
haunts today and a rumor spread 
that he had been taken to a sani- 
tarium after a nervous collapse- 


Two newspapers carried the story 


and Hitler's associates in the na- 
tional Socialist party spent most of 
the morning describing the rumor 
as utter nonsense. 


"The wish is 
father to 
the 


thought," said Major Hans Weber- 
stedt, head of the Nazi publicity of- 
fice in Berlin, "Hitler never felt 
better in bis life. He has gone up 
to the mountains above Berchtesga- 
den." 


The party headquarters in Mu- 


nich called the story of his break- 
down an 
"absolute lie." Ernst 


Hamfstaengl, the publicity 
chief 
there, said Hitler had gone on a 
long fishing trip. 


Nevertheless the rumor persisted. 
It was said thai Hitler's violent 
language in a message to Chancel- 
lor von Papen the other day con- 
cerning imposition of the death sen- 
tence on five Facist at Beuthen 
showed that his nerves were un- 
strung. 


One story going around today 


said Hitler made a strange impres- 
sion on the chancellor when they 
talked two -weeks ago by constant- 
ly slapping his thighs in a nerrous 
gesture during their conversation.

His life-long companion in 
arms, General Herranz, was sen- 
tenced to thirty years, and Lieut 
CoL Infantes received 12 years. The 
general's sonj^Justo San Jurjo, -was 
freed. 


As soon as the supreme court 
had reached its verdict the cabinet 
met to consider it, and after a 
stormy day's session, compromised 
and commuted the general's death 
sentence. The penalties 
assessed 


against the others were not altered.

Council Bluffs,"fiu.*—SV- Strik- 
ing farmers consolidated their po- 
sitions today in a renewed attempt 
to bottle up Council Bluffs, gate- 
way to the important Omaha,-Neb, 
market, encouraged by a victory in 
gaining freedom under bond of 35 
of their highway pickets. 
Re-enforced by comrades 
from 
northwestern Iowa, 3,000 of them, 
it was estimated by officials, were 
massed in blockades along the prin- 
cipal highway leading into Council 
Bluffs—apparently in full control 
of traffic. 


Capitulating to the demands of 
about 1,000 of the striking agricul- 
turalists, who threatened to storm 
the jail and release the 55 prisoners 
if they were not freed, Sheriff P. A. 
Lainson, withdrew his 
deputies 


and made no attempt during the 
night to keep the highways open. 
For a time the situation took on 


a serious aspect About 200 depu- 
ties surrounded the county jail, 
which bristled with submachine 
guns and sawed-off shotguns, while 
the invading farm forces from the 
northwest poured into the city and 
gathered around the building. 
Release Prisoners 


A conference between county of- 


ficials and leaders of the farmers 
who seek to keep produce from 
the market until prices are higher 
was arranged and an agreement 
reached whereby 43 of the prison- 
ers, arrested on charges of unlaw- 
ful assemblage, were released on 
bonds of $100 each. The other 12 
had been sentenced to 30 days in 
jail but were liberated on appeal 
bonds.

1. instead of ousting it, the result 
was a moral victory for the direc- 
tor of the-*dinic, Dr. Edward S. 
Cowles, over stern-faced Bishop 
William T. Manning and the ves- 
try. 


If old Pieter Stuyvesant, who 


founded the church, could return 
to earth he undoubtedly would be 
overjoyed to find the church still 
in existence, but its history may 
have caused frrm to turn over a 
few times. 


Great Changes 


Located, as it is, just off the 
Bowery with squalid tenements, 
dives, push-carts and the T>abDle of 
a hundred races crowding around 
it, old Si. Mark's survives in arset~ 
ting alien to its early days. Once 
llth street, on which it is located, 
was a. fashionable street. 
And, although St 
Mark's has 


survived, it has frequently been the 
center of controversy.

men between the ages of 10 and 30 
who are sent away to insane asy- 
lums at a cost of the government 
of $300,000,000 a year could be made 
into normal, useful citizens if their 
disorders could be noticed, diagnos- 
ed and treated in early stages." 
Treatment for All 


That was the thought behind the 
clinic. And so, every day, into the 
rooms set aside for it in the 
church, hundreds came — some 
with a wild gleam in their eyes, 
others mumbling to themselves, 
still others with twitching faces, 
some looking vacantly into the dis- 
tance, yet others betraying nothing 
but hopelessness. The very young, 
middle-aged and old; men and wo^ 
men and children. All seeking 
help. 


Dr. Cowles and his assistants ex- 
amine them physically and mental- 
ly, working sympathetically. Some 
patients must be studied for days. 


If there are physical defects they 


are corrected as far as possible, 
by medical science. It is in the field 
of mental disorder where the 
greatest difficulties are encounter- 
ed. 


Dr. Cowles contends: "There are 
literally millions of fear-sufferers 
on the -borderland of insanity 
people who are afraid 
to cross 
streets, look out high windows, 
afraid of crowds, afraid to enter 
subways, afraid of autos, afraid of 
nearly everything. They are com- 
pletely helpless against the on- 
slaught of life."

The Bob White was chosen for the 


first bird because of the fact that 
these beautiful little game birds 
nave come back to Wisconsin after 
having been almost extinct here for 
jmany years. Thanks to rigid en- 
forcement of the conservation laws, 
systematic winter-feeding and fa- 
vorable weather conditions, " the 
number of birds *ia* increased to 
such an extent that several coun- 
ties in the state will have a short 
open season this fall, for the first 
time in 35 years. While the number 
of quail in Outagamie county does 
not yet justify hopes of an early 
shooting season, covies are reported 
in all parts of the western and 
northern sections of the county, and 
local sportsmen are anxious to in- 
crease their number. 


Pen-raised quail cost more, but 


•were obtained because trapped wild 
birds usually refuse to lay eggs 
in captivity for at least two years 
after having been captured.

•world. We are cow able to take 
further steps in solution of the in- 
dustrial and agricultural problems 
with which we are still confronted. 


You -will recollect that after a 
year of world-wide depression we 
came into the first quarter of 1931 
with strong evidences of our recu- 
peration. 
During 
those 
early 
months of 1931 the failure of banks 
decreased by 70 per cent from the 
previous quarter. The hoarding of 
currency practically disappeared. 
The signs of resumption of indus- 
trial activity and employment gave 
us the right to hope that the coun- 
try was righting itself.. Then there 
came to us a. concentration of ca- 
tastrophes from abroad such as we 
have not experienced in the whole 
of our economic history. The eco- 
nomic and political demoralization 
in foreign countries, weakened by 
the great war and the.treaties, to- 
gether with the general depression, 
itself, loosened a host of new forces 
of destruction. 


The first evidence of the impend- 
ing financial collapse abroad was 
the difficulties of the largest bank 
of Vienna in April a year ago. In 
rapid succession were the difficul- 
ties of the national banks of Aus- 
tria, of Jugoslavia," and finally of 
the Eeichsbank, in May. The gen- 
eral panic began in Germany in 
June and finally culminated in 
drastic governmental decrees sus- 
pending exchanges, closing of all 
banks, and accompanied by the fail- 
ure of important institutions. Simi- 
lar suspensions took place in other 
important areas in central Europe. 


More Difficulties 
The difficulties were further in- 
creased by the revolution in Spain 
and revolutions in Peru and other 
South American countries. On the 
first of August evidence of distress 
in the Bank of England was indi- 
cated by heavy borrowing from 
abroad, further emphasized at the 
end of August by the large foreign 
loans by the British government 
in an effort to protect exchanges. 
But the strain proved too great, 
and the gold standard was aban- 
doned by England at the end of 
September,- followed in October 
and November by similar action in 
Sweden, Norway, Denmark, Fin- 
land, Australia, India and Egypt. 
" In even normal times any one 
of these many shocks to economic 
stability would have seriously im- 
paired our economic life and creat- 
ed falls of prices and uneratiloy- 
ment The effects upon us of "each 
of these invasions were instantan- 
eous. American 
securities 
held 
abroad were dumped upon our 
markets. The prices of our stocks 
and bonds and commodities were 
continuously undermined. Huge for- 
eign- deposits in our banks were 
practically withdrawn. Our own 
borrowers on commodities and on 
securities were called unon for 
more margins. The necessity of 
meeting these drains brought pres- 
sure on every borrower in Amer- 
ica, whether it be a bank or bank's 
customer, a manufacturer or a 
farmer, a home owner or a mer- 
chant. 


As we look btck over the depres- 


sion now we find over $2,400,000,000 
was withdrawn from us by foreign 
nations and their citizens, and a to- 
tal of 81,600,000,000 of currency was 
at one time withdrawn by our own 
citizens from our banks. You know 
and I know that this foreign ex- 
change, the gold shipped abroad, 
the currency and gold hoarded in 
our own country, is taken from the 
base of the inverted pyramid of our 
credit structure and translates itself 
into a strangulation of the volume 
of credit from two to ten times ev- 
en these huge amounts. Let no man 
believe that these are questions 
which are of interest solely to big 
business. They are the origins of 
millions of human tragedies of loss- 
es, unemployment and distress. 


The 
whole of this eighteen 
months has been a period of con- 
stant defense and counter-attack 
against these invading forces. The 
German moratorium, the German 
stand-still agreement, the advances 
of our banks to the national banks 
of foreign countries, the creation of 
the National Credit corporation, the 
Reconstruction Finance 
corpora- 
tion, the increased powers to the 
federal reserve system, the balanc- 
ing of the budget, the financial aids 
to the farm loan banks, and above 
all, the unity and courage of our 
people, represent our incessant ac- 
tion in defense and counter-attack. 
Picture Has Changed 


Today that 
picture has greatly 


changed. We can look with assur- 
ance upon the cessation of foreign 
withdrawals from our country sim- 
ply because they have substantially 
removed their 
holdings 
and we 


have successfully accommodated 
ourselves to it. 
Our strength has 


proved equal to the shock although 
with many casualties. Confidence is 
returning. A return flow of gold 
from abroad has begun. Europeans 
are again investing in our markets. 


"With the large prevention of bank 


failures and with relief from for- 
eign pressure and its constantly re- 
newed fears, the domestic hoarding 
of currency has ceased and is now 
returning at the rate of nearly S20,- 
000,000 a week. The demands for 
banking assistance from, the recon- 
struction corporation have dimin- 
inished by $170.000,000 
from the 
previous month. That our financial 
foundations are unimpaired is indi- 
cated by the fact that measured in 
amount of their trusts, 98 per cent 
of our banking and fiduciary obli- 
gations to the public are intact Sev- 
enty million insurance policies and 
twenty-five million depositors have 
been saved from jeopardy. 


There is, however, a new setting 


of the depression, which offers op- 
portunity through this confidence to 
set up machinery for wider-spread 
cooperation of private forces and to 
coordinate them with our govern- 
ment agencies for aid and action in 
industrial and agricultural fields.

We have a powerful governmen-

selves with its possibilities so as to 
co-ordinate your activities with it 


We need a better distribution of 
credit Credit 
is available but in 


many sections it is flowing inade- 
quately in directions which would 
stimulate consumption of goods and 
employment It needs resolution to 
use our banking and governmental 
resources and coordination to make 
them effective. 


There can be 
no question that 
there are in certain sections large 
numbers of businesses, particularly 
small business, which 
have been 
unable to find the credit facilities 
to buy raw material and to employ 
labor on goods which they re»n selL 
There are difficulties in livestock 
and farm credits. There are fore- 
closures of home 
and farm mort- 


gages because of inability to secure 
renewals. Yet credit is available if 
it be properly directed. 


In the furtherance of business re- 


covery it is clearly necessary that 
there be coordination of effort in 
hastening the return of unemploy- 
ed to employment in their natural 
industries. It is doubtful -whether 
any action we could take at fnig 
time -would so greatly 
accelerate 


our progress; serve the welfare of 
our unemployed millions, or so 
quickly give us as a nation the bene- 
fit of widespread spending power as 
further spread of equitable plans 
of sharing the available work. 


Shorten Work Hons 


As a matter of national policy, 
the shortening of hours is necessary 
!not alone to meet the need of the 
moment but it may be necessary 
to take up the slack in the future 
from the vast and sudden advance 
in labor saving devices. As the- re- 
sult of conferences similar to this 
nearly three years ago many in- 
dustries realigned their operations 
by shorter-hours to retain hundreds 
of thousands of workers who -would 
otherwise have been dismissed. 
Nevertheless the 
still 
further 


spreading of available work in in- 
dustrial, commercial and service 
activities, especially with everyk' 
recovery of employment would be 
a vital contribution. 


Many methods have been pro- 


posed by labor and industrial lead- 
ers to systematically shorten hours. 
While I heartily favor the purpose 
of these plans, I agree with both 
the employers and the leaders of 
labor whom I have consulted that 
its direction is not properly the 
function of government except as 
applied to the operations of gov- 
ernment service. 


Moreover -with all the various 
phases of employment and opera- 
tion to be met in private business 
no general rule can be applied. Re- 
sults must be achieved through co- 
operation on the part of employers 
and employees suited to each lo- 
cality and industry. I suggest you 
should consider the effective part 
which you can play in further for- 
warding organization to this end. 
I do not need to remind you that 


the distressing problems of agri- 
culture are not alone the problems ' 
of the fanner and the government 
Its relief is one of the primary 
foundations of all progress in our 
country, and upon it does the pro- 
gress of yoxrr business depend.' It 
is as much your problem as it is the 
problem of the farmer, and coop- 
eration of your committees -with 
the leaders of agriculture and the 
agencies -which affect their welfare 
•must be helpful 


The other speakers wiH compass 


these many questions in detail, and 
I have but one final -word, Now as 
always recuperation of the country 
will be the result of the multitude 
of activities of our citizens 
and 


sustained confidence of our people 
in its great future 
The problem 


before this conference is not to set- 
tle great questions of the future, or 
to establish artificialities, but rath- 
er by practical steps today toward 
organization contribute to make 
more effective the activities of ev- 
ery agency -which can promote the 
recovery of the nation. 


The great \fsr against depression 
is being fought on many fronts in 
many parts of the world. One of the 
most stupendous actions of this 
great front has been the long battle 
of the last eighteen months to carry 
our 
financial 
structure 
safely- 


through the world-wide collapse. 
That battle may be likened to the 
great battle of Chateau Thierry. 
That attack or our line has been 
stopped. But I warn you that the 
war is not over, we must now re- 
form, our forces for the battle of 
Soissons.

State highway patrolmen, who 
allowed the marchers to proceed 
southward without molestation, to- 
day had taken a hand in seeing that 
the strikers return home They 
were under orders from their chief, 
Walter Moody, who last night di- 
rected the evacuation of Coulter- 
ville, where about 4,000 strikers, re- 
forming after the Franklin-co rout, 
gathered for a mass meeting to de- 
termine what their next course 
would be. 
Map Flans 
Before a policy committee ap- 
pointed to map out plans had made 
its report, however, state patrol- 
men already had started trucks and 
cars out of town. 
Resentment against Franklin and 
Perry county authorities ran high 
at the mass meeting.

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TEDS BONUS MARCHES ON 


Last year the American Legion, largest 


and most powerful of the veterans' asso- 
ciations, refused, on grounds of public 
policy, to support a demand for the im- 
mediate payment of that sum of money 
commonly, but improperly, called a bonus. 


Already this year 16 out of 23 of the 


state conventions of the Legion have 
passed resolutions for the cash bonus. 
The national convention will be held at 
Portland next month and, from present 
appearances, will probably support the 
demand it declined last year. 


This is really the fruit and the accom- 


plishment of the bonus expeditionary 
army, the fifteen or twenty thousand who 
camped out at Washington, 99 per cent 
of whom .kept their tempers and acted the 
part of excellent but misguided citizens. 


What the condition of the.country may 


be when the new congress meets is quite 
uncertain but at the present time the cash 
bonus would be bad business for America. 


Perhaps 80 per cent of the veterans are 


employed or can get along without it. 
The proposition is to pay out this nearly 
2% billions to men, 80 per cent of whom 
can get' along without it but may need it 
in years to come. 


The payment of that money at this 


time may interfere too with the steady 
payment that is going on of 750 millions 
a year to incapacitated World War vet- 
erans and the dependents of deceased 
ones 


The cash bonus that puts all veterans 


on the same basis, the employed and the 
unemployed, the sick and the well, those 
with dependents and those without, the 
rich and the poor, is neither good sense 
nor good business. A cash bonus measure 
that would give assistance to that relative- 
ly small percentage who are in dire need, 
would be a horse of another color. 


The heavy vote in favor of the cash 


bonus at the state conventions brings out 
in strong relief one great virtue of war, 
comradeship, and all its splendid attri- 
butes. The fact is that many men who 
trudged shoulder to shoulder with the 
men in the Bonus Army through the 
muds and sand storms of camps and bat- 
tlefields, are voting for the cash bonus 
because they cannot bear to see their pals 
of the bivouac in misery. It is a fine per- 
sonal tribute to their human qualities 
even if it isn't sound economics or sound 
government. 


And yet the taxpayer who is willing 


to be fair and more than fair, but is 
pestered with problems of his own with- 
out end, will not tolerate the payment of 
2% billions at this time to able-bodied and 
employed men, 80 per cent of whom are 
•without need, while the taxpayer has be- 
come almost frantic at his load. 


PART OF .THE JuOSS 


Since the World War a little over 


1,000 American concerns have built or 
established branch factories in Canada. 
Our tariff measures have stimulated high- 
er foreign duties against American goods 
•with the result that the American firms 
faced a loss of the business or had to go 
to Canada to manufacture their product. 


In the heyday of high finance, 1929, 


American manufacturing concerns were 
building similar establishments in most 
of the European and some of the South 
American countries. 


In isolated cases some benefit ensues 


to America from these branches, but very 
little. In Canada of course 
Canadian 


labor is employed. 
Canadian building 


materials went into construction of the 
branches. Most often Canadian raw ma- 
terials are used in manufacturing the 
goods produced. And of course taxes on 
•these branch factories go to the Canadian 
government. In other words we are 
•"building up substantial wealth and lots 
of it for foreign lands. 


Americans take great pride in the fact 


that General Motors controls a similar 
^concern in Germany and that Ford builds 
his cars in Belgium and Ireland and that 
-a thousand American factories 
have 


Ranches in Canada, but there isn't a great 
"deal more that we can get out of it but 
,the glow of pride. 


£~ 
*"•" Certainly there is no benefit to the 
'American workman, and through' him'in 
^a thousand ways to the American public, 
fin having American manufacturing done 
fin foreign countries, particularly when 
^the material is purchased there too. And 


•^ -ieven if we sent our workers to Canada 


~T*nd, gave them employment there it will 
"jnot do our farmers a lot of good to have 


them buy produce raised in Canada. The 
American investor putting up the money 
for these foreign plants is in fact a. finan- 
cier for foreign trade and a helper of 
foreign 
jnations. 
Moreover, 
because 


America, aside from Great Britain and 
her dominions, is the safest and soundest 
place for investment the American in- 
vestor gambles heavily in backing a man- 
ufacturing establishment in a foreign 
land. Those we built in Chile aren't go- 
ing so good. 


When we elect men to make laws who 


personify 
the intelligence of Senator 


Long who said he was opposed to every 
duty on imports except those that com- 
peted with his own state, what have we a 
right to expect but a onesided, blind, self- 
ish tariff whose offspring is a thousand 
American branch factories in Canada? 


TREE TRIMMING 


A type of public service that every 


property holder will appreciate is the 
tree trimming campaign started by the 
city administration to provide an oppor- 
tunity for jobless men to earn the help 
they are receiving from the municipality. 
Already more than 30 men have been 
given employment and it is probable that 
many more will be put to work in a 
few days. 


Realizing that tree trimming involves 


something more than the mere hacking 
off of limbs, the city has provided ade- 
quate foremanship to see that the work 
is properly done. The wonderful im- 
provement effected thus far can easily be 
visualized by visiting some of the streets 
on which the work has been completed. 
North Oneida street and North Appleton 
street are excellent examples. 


Before the task is completed the tree- 


trimming crews will work on every street 
in the city, thus extending the benefit of 
this service to every property-owner. 


Municipalities which are finding it dif- 


ficult to place their jobless in employment 
that will be of benefit to their communi- 
ties in order to have them earn their 
maintenance will fond much in this tree- 
trimming campaign to commend it. Ap- 
pleton city officials deserve appreciation 
for their alertness to a real public need.

In recent years the lovely Ma- 


donna lily, which the botanists call 
T.iliiiTn candidum and •which is in 
bloom in July, has suffered from 
a mysterious disease attacking the 
flowers. Some plants have been al- 
most ruined, but experience has 
shown that if the bulbs are lifted at 
this season and moved to a part of 
the garden at some distance from 
the original bed, they will recover 
and soon start flowering as freely 
as ever. It is best to remove all the 
soil when they are lifted, and to 
dust the bulbs •well with flowers 
of sulphur before they are replant- 
ed. Bulbs of this lily are now in the 
stores and should be planted as 
soon as possible, going into 
the 


ground about three inches deep.

Million Feet of Logs 


Cut by Mill at Fremont

Fremont—After a continuous run 


since May 16, approximately a mil- 
lion feet of logs, the largest quan- 
tity in a decade, has been sawed by 
the Allen Lumber Co. mill on the 
Wolf river at Fremont -which closed 
its season Thursday. Thirty-one 
men were employed. 


Thousands of logs, mostly white 


but some Norway pme, were trans- 
ported overland by motor truck 
from Rosholt instead of in. river 
log jams, the popular means of 
transportation a 
Burly rivermen 


generation ago. 
in pioneer days 


guided huge rafts of logs with pike 
poles and peavys down river from 
lumber camps along the Wolf as far 
north, as Keshena and Shawano. 
Equipped with caulked shoes these 
logging men ran nimbly across the 
floating mass of logs. They lived in 
small shanties built upon the logs, 
and at night the pine-clad banks 
of the river echoed with their lusty 
songs. 


Fremont was bustling with activ- 


ity during the logging season in the 
spring and summer months in early 
days. The rivermen always stopped 
in the village, and local citizens 
eagerly awaited their coming.

The carriage rider oper- 
ates the spike, and the setter on the 
carriage advances the log the nec- 
essary inch or 'inches, according to 
the thickness of the lumber desired, 
each time a strip has been sawed 
from the log. 


Driven 
by a 120-horse power 


steam engine, the large circle saw 
handles logs with ease. Occasionally 
an overlooked horseshoe is sawed 
and the whole plant must be stop- 
ped to replace or recondition the 
saw. No horseshoes -were encoun- 
tered this year but a large hand- 
made lead bullet imbedded in the 
heart of a large pine log trimmed 
down the edges of the saw's many 
teeth. The bullet was fired from a 
musket, according to local gun ex- 
perts. It may have been fired at a 
deer or possibly by a pioneer white 
or by an Indian who used the old- 
fashioned gun years ago. 


A circular splitter divides the log 


and sawed slab or board after the 
log passed by the saw. The tail 
sawer guides lumber and slabs on 
to revolving rollers which-take 
lumber to the edging machine and 
slabs to the slashing machine. Saw- 
dust passes down a chute beneath 
the saw and is eliminated from un- 
derneath the mill into a wagon. 
Sawdust from this season's sawing 
made three feet of filling over a 
naif acre of marsh land across the 
street fro inthe milL 
Bark side edges of boards are! 


trnnir.ed with small saws as they 
pass through rollers guided by the' 
edger. Slabs are cut into four foot 
or 16 inch lengths for wood by two 
men at the slasher. Thick four foot 
slabs are piled by the end slasher 
on to a lathe machine and are sawed 
into lath. After passing through the 
lathe, lath are pfled in bunches of 
50 and trimmed tc a uniform length, 
Remaining slabs

Some of his lieutenants, 
however, are preparing the attack 
on the Roosevelt record as gover- 
nor and they particularly are con- 
cerned with, the last speech Mr. 
Roosevelt made in Columbus, in. 
which he held the Hoover admin- 


istration accountable for failing to 
enact banking legislation and exer- 
cising its powers to prevent specu- 
lation in the commodity and secur- 
ity exchanges. 


They point out that Mr. Soose- 


velt as governor of New York has 
full power to enact legislation such 
as he outlined and that some of the 
•worst failures in the country have 
occurred under the supervision of 
the New York state banking laws. 


It begins to look as if the bank 


of United States might become an 
issue, if some of the Republican 
leaders have their way. In other 
words, the Soosevelt attack may 
bring its own counter-attack as to 
the responsibility of the governor 
of New York in the 1929 crisis.

As for the separation of commer- 


cial and investment banking, it is

could have covered, in the opinion 
of the Republican critics of the last 
Roosevelt speech. 


The whole campaign as planned 


here by the republicans is to carry 
on through cabinet officers 
and 


members of congress such contro- 
versies as may develop out of the 
Roosevelt speeches, leaving it to 
the president to outline his politi- 
cal philosophy and economic pro- 
gram for the future.

'A number of Brows, and Outa- 


gamie-co fanners nave found a new 
way **"* year, of waking hay out 
of Sudan grass that removes nearly 
all of the work and saves the green 
color and all of the leaves. 


The method of these farmers in- 


volves the cutting of the crop with 
shocks in the field TIP*** the hay is 
cured, and loading the bundles as 
a. grain binder, setting the bundles 
up in shocks as com, leaving the 
shock in the field until the hay is 
cured, and loading the bundles as 
bundles of grain. 
On Tuesday the writer inspected 


the crops of three farmers, two in 
Brown county and one in Outa- 
gamie and found the Sudan grass 
hay crop cured perfectly in shocks. 


The two farmers in Brown coun- 
ty whose hay was inspected are 
John T.ingfrpT^ town of Lawrence, 
and Louis Herras, town of Law- 
rence, and the one in Outagamie 
county is August Fuhrmann, town 
of Buchanan. 
Farmers who are cutting Sudan 


grass with a mower, raking, pitch- 
ing, turning, and cocking the grass, 
before going on with such heavy, 
destructive work, would do well to 
consult one or more of the above 
named farmers about making Su- 
dan grass hay with a grain binder, 
escaping hard work, and getting a 
frne'quality of hay.

Kaukanna—Some of the best and 


thickest shocks of Sudan grass-hay 
in evidence have been set up by 
August Fuhrmann, town of Bu- 
chanan- TTis shocks are as large and 
as tall as shocks of corn and pos- 
sibly there is some corn in the 
bundles. To keep the shocks up- 
right and to help them in shedding 
water, Mr. Fuhrmann tied thei 
shocks about the tops.
